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TOTTERING HOUSE OF CARDS? 


A great deal of stress has been laid, by those who are 
questioning the wisdom of sending Am erican troops into 
Europe, on the fact that many of our foreign associates in 
the Atlantic Pact have revealed little desire to stand up and 
fight any threatened Russian invasion. 
The sudden resignation of the French cabinet raises 
a somewhat different but equally disturbing question— 
that of whether these European nations upon which we 
are being asked to rely so heavily have the strength to 
stand up, regardless of their good intentions. 
This is a very grave problem, especially so because 
the economic stresses which are shaking so m any of these 
governments to their foundations are the result of the out­ 
rageous blunders President Trum an made in the field of 
price-wage controls aimed at curbing inflation. 
It is true that the French government did not fall, 
despite the fact that the Cabine resigned. But it is equally 
true that when cabinets in France begin throwing up their 
hands and walking out, the government itself may prove 
to be on its last legs. And it is equally true that France, 
no world-beater at self-defense for a good m any years past, 
is especially weak when its peculiar constitutional require­ 
ments serve to prevent a strong and competent govern­ 
ment remaining in power. 
France may be thrown into a new political campaign 
on short notice in which no one can possibly guess what 
the outcome w ill be, or what damage w ill be done to E u ­ 
ropean solidarity. 
But the case in England is no more encouraging. A s 
everyone knows who follows such matters, the Labor So­ 
cialists are clinging to power over the British government 
by the slender margin of seven votes or so. 
Anything at all could wipe out that margin and throw 
the government out of ower and force a new general 
election, in which it appears almost certain the conserva­ 
tive would return to command of the government. But in 
such a shift, there is no telling where the British people 
would come out with reference to the A tlantic Pact and 
on the question of whether to fight or surrender to Rus­ 
sian expansionism. 
There already has developed a critical attitude on the 
part of the conservatives with regard to our own proposed 
course. Churchill, for example, has started a cry to make
